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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the claims and Response to Remarks 

1. Claims 21 and 33 are pending in the instant application. Claims 21 and 33 are under 
examination in the instant office action. 

2. The Text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. Any objection or rejection of record, which is not expressly repeated in this action has 
been overcome by Applicant's response and withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on March 13, 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not deemed to be persuasive for the reasons set forth below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

5. Claims 21 and 33 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Sims et 
al (US Patent 6, 555, 520, April 29, 2003, filed May 9, 2001) for those reasons of record in 
appropriate sections of previous communications of record. 

Briefly, claim 21 is directed to an isolated polypeptide encoded by a nucleic acid of SEQ 
ID NO: 3 and claim 33 is directed to an isolated polypeptide encoded by a nucleic acid of SEQ 
ID NO: 1 ("EL-B50" polypeptides). Sims et al. document discloses polynucleotide sequences that 
have 100% identity to the instant SEQ ID NO: 1 and 3, thus fully anticipating the instant claims 
21 and 33. Because the specific, substantial and credible utility of the instant IL-B50 
polypeptides is only disclosed in the instant application, the effective filing date for the instant 
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invention is determined as the filing date of the instant application (09/25/2001), which makes 
patent of Sims et al. a proper 102(e) reference. 

At pages 3-4 of the Response, Applicant traverses the rejection presenting essentially the 
same set of arguments as in the previous responses of record (see Applicant's reply submitted on 
December 02, 2004, pp. 10-1 1 and reply of March 08, 2004, pp.8-9). Applicant's arguments have 
been fully considered but are not persuasive for those reasons of records as fully explained in the 
earlier communications from the office. 

Briefly, provisional application 60/101,318 ('318 application) was carefully examined; 
however, there appears to be no specific and substantial credible utility disclosed for the claimed 
IL-B50 within the text of the specification as asserted by Applicant. For detailed analysis, see 
section 8 of Paper mailed on August 02, 2004 and section 7 of Paper mailed on February 04, 
2005. Thus, the instant rejection is maintained.
